Three ot these lots wtie purchased 
by Francis. Durbin, attoiney, Theo-

after they purchased the land, pooled 
their interebts 
and propf-ederl wills

There would be 
no opposition, I am sure, from in- 
dustries if Russia could pay us in 
cash. There are no claims in Italy 
against Russia, so deposits of gold 
would not be attached to meet old 
debts. But obviously the Soviet Gov- 
ernment is not ready to, pay in cash.'' 


When asked it platinum, of which 


Soviet Russia claims to have, a large 
supply, would be acceptable he re- 
plied: "Platinum would be useful to 
Italy only for trade with other coun- 
tries, and as soon as we sent it else- 
where it would be attached. In fact, 
the only raw materials Russia has of- 
fered so far have been quite useless 
to us.

Arabian Envoy Arrives in Japan 


On Religious Mission 


By DUKE 3f. PARRY. 


TOKYO. — (International 
News 


Service.)—To plead the cause of a 
deserted Mecca, Sheik Siddik Elka- 
diri, Knvoy from Hussain I, King of 
the Arabians, is in Japan. Sheik 
Elkadiri is a Mohammedan, anc*i it 
Is the cause of religion, not politics 


-he mentioned this fact first as if 


to relieve himself cf any stigma— 
that brings him to the cities of 


hina and Japan. 
It is regarding the age-old cus- 


tom of Mohammedans from all parts 
of the world to visit the sacred city 


Mohammed once every year that 


brought the Sheik to Tokyo. Mo- 
hammedans, of whom there are sir- 
:y million in China and thirty mil- 
lion in Russia, be they the poorest 
or the richest, feel that they 
have 


not fulfilled their obligations to the 
'Great Prophet" unless 
they Jour- 


ney at least once during their life- 
lime to Mecca. 
The wealthy Mo- 


lammedlan, it is known, often mak- 
es the trip once every year, the time 
for the pilgrimage being arranged 
so that the city of Mecca is reached 
n -August. Wars in China and rev- 
olutions in Russia have made it im- 
possible for the 
Mohammedan to 


make his pilgrimage to t*-e city, the 
symbolic sign which is the Crescent. 


"It was no 
uncommon thing," 


said Sheik Elkadiri in 
Tokyo re- 


cently, "before the Great War, for 
300,000 Mohammedans to fill 
the 


city of Mecca each August. In 1913 
there were 250,000 and in 1914 
there were 300,000. 
During-. the 


years of the war there Were never 
more than 15,000, and last year 
during tbe month of August, 17,000 
came. 
ARABIA NEEDS THE MOKE? 


What particularly concerns 
the 


King of the Arabians, or rather tha 
King of Hojas, the only 
independ- 


ent section of Arabia, is the matter 
of relieving Mohammedans who are 
unable to obtain 
passports 
annu- 


ally from Japan and; Russia. 
The 


annual visits of the pilgrims to Mec- 
ca are the chief source of income to 
the town. Each pilgrim must bring 
a 
pound to the king, representing 


$5, and it can be seen that in the 
days when 300,000 of these pilgrims 
visited the City of Mecca, it 
was 


more profitable to the king and to 
the country than today when 15,000 
are able to get there.

Road Built by 


Washington to be Re- 


surfaced 


.WASHINGTON, B. C. —. CBy In- 


ternational News Service) — The 
historic Georgetown-Leesburg; pike, 
over which George Washington end 
Lafayette used to canter on their 
early-morning horse-back rides, is 
about to be rebuilt. Tho this thoro- 
fare was once the pride of Washing- 
tonians end Virginians, it has been 
allowed to sink into disrepair, and 
today is imnagsahiA>to motor vehic-. 
les during the" greater part of the 
year. 
For months business men in "Wash- 


ington and farmers tiring between 
the capital and Leesburg have been 
advocating restoration 
of the pike 


both from 
a feeling of patriotic 


pride in its historical 
associations 


and because they feel the need of a 
modern thorofare 
to the city, and 


already 
two 
macadamized roads 


have been constructed. 


The Georgeto-wn-Leesburg pike 18 


one of the oldest roads in the United 
States. When the British threaten- 
ed the national capital with fire in 
1812 the archives and official doc- 
uments of 
the 
youthful Republic 


were transported by ox-teams along 
this pike to safety. 
Along this 


route, too. many battles of; the Civ- 
il-War were fought, and Virginians 
still tell of the exploits of Mosby and 
his men, pointing out places where 
skirmishes occurred. On this road 
are to ba 
found 
the ruins of the 


home of the man -who, according to 
tradition, killed the first man who 
fell In the Civil war. ' The whole 
road is an evidence of the engineer- 
ing skill of George Washington, for 
he is credited with having "laid it 
out" as a young surveyor. 


The improvements now 
contem- 


plated include a good road for motor 
traffic from .the pike to Great Falls 
Park, where the ruins of many of 
George 
Washington's 
engineering 


projects are to bs found. These in- 
clude the old iron foundry and flour 
mill built by Washington, as well as 
the old canal and its-locks, one of 
masonry fifty feet high and the oth- 
er cut from solid rock.

AT COLUMBUS 


A 


N -army of job seekers stood at attention at the 


elate house In Columbus Friday and Saturday, 


as th« Governor Davis reorganization measure, chang- 
ing the government of the state of Ohio, went fnto ef- 
fect. 


Confusion reigned as the state prepared to go 


under the new order of things. 
Disorder is expected 


to continue for several weeks until the new plan gets 
into batter running ehape. A cabinet of olgbi. mem- 
bers, at the head of as many departments, has been 
named by the Governor. 
The first meeting of tho/ 


cabinet with the chief executive has been held and 
the ripper law is now launched. 


Many changes have already been brought about 


as a result of the application of the new law, and 
others are expected to develop soon. Governor Davis 
has invited the members of the taxation committee 
of the Senate and House to meet with him Wednesday, 
to discuss the taxation problem. 


Differences have developed between the Gover- 


nor and the Ohio Farm Bureau federation over the 
suggestion to abolish the State Bureau of Markets 
under the Department of Agriculture. In his Inaug- 
ural the Governor called for an extension of this serv- 
ice, which has been handicapped because of Insuffi- 
cient appropriations. 


There has been so much criticism of the reor- 


ganization measure and the> fight made against it haa 
included so many of the same political party to which 
Its sponsor adheres, that there Is undisguised concern 
among party leaders and the people of the state gen- 
erally concerning its results In application. 


Since the forced adjournment of the Legislature, 


official life iri Columbus has been of rather a hum- 
drum character, save for prospect of changes under 
the reorganization measure and the moot qasstion of 
taxation relief, which cannot come without a session 
of the law making body. 


The Governor Is the central attraction just now, 


the ripper bill clothing him with almost unlimited 
pow«r to hire and fire at his own pleasure. Politic- 
Jans are marking time, awaiting the color of the ini- 
tial experience with the reorganization measure, 


Despite economies promised In Columbus and 


Washington, the flow of money from the treasury 
continues at an accelerated rate. It is estimated that 
it will cost more than $6,500,000,000 to run the gov- 
ernment at Washington another year. In Ohio the 
real expense is in public'buildings and roads. Undor 
the Davis regime the average cost per mile is to be 
$34,000, which IB $3,000 higher per mile than dur- 
ing the peak of war-time prices. 


One of the disturbing events of the week was the 


manner In which Attorney General Price rushed to 
the defense of the majority of the Supreme court 
when that august body amazed the general public by 
upholding the Governor Davis reorganization 
bill, 


with Us emergency clause. The attorney general at- 
tacked Justice Wanaraaker In a vicious manner anrt 
is reported to have used the word "demagogue" tu 
giving his estimate of Justice Wanamaker. When the 
latter started back to Columbus to "see about it," 
the attorney general loosed a public statement, as- 
suring all concerned that the word wasn't applied to 
the supreme Justice at all.

of taking steps to demand that legislation be speeded 
up; that promises made In the campaign ba carried 
out and that the new members be afforded an oppor- 
tunity to take a more prominent part in the affairs 
of the nation.

On referring to the medical period- 
ical I find that the "proof" consists 
of a paragraph, in an editorial item 
on "Cold and Resp'iratory Disease" 
in which some Paris mortality sta- 
tistics compiled by one Louis Besson 
are referred to.

"Louis Besson has compiled the

He finds the minimum 
deaths from these diseases in the 
first week of September and the 
maximum in the second week o£ Feb- 
ruary with a secondary rise near the 
middle of April. - The number of 
deaths corresponds closely with the 
temperature, the effect of the latter 
being 'increased especially by winds 
from the northeast. 
As might be 


expected, the highest death rate lags 
three weeks behind the lowest tem- 
perature and most marked influence 
of air movement. At 20 degree Cen- 


tigrade f6S degrees F.—perhaps the 
Centigrade is used to impress tha 
reader that this is a strictly scienti- 
fic editorial comment, for all its old- 
womanish, effect) the 
death's were 


S4, at 50 degrees F. they Were 142, 
while at freezing- (0 Centigrade. 32 
F.) they woru 230. At 6S F. a fire 
would hardly1 be needed, but at both 
50 ;ind 32 F. it would undoubtedly 
be started, and yet the increase in 
deaths from 68 to 50 F. and from 
SO to 32 F. ;s practically the same."

of California the unique gift of four 
centuries from, Mr. Jjian 
C. ' Ce- 


brian, a resident ot San Francis?6, 
at present sojourning in his native 
country, of more than one thousand 
volumes of Spanish works, printed 
from 1540 
to 1920, embracing 


nearly all branches of knowledge, 
and varjing from a set of "Sermon 
Books" of the seventeenth century 
to some recent works on sociology. 


Stating that he expects to present 


the State University this Spring a 
few more hundred volumes of tlje 
same kind and that it is his endeavor 
"to make for the University of Cali- 
fornia the largest, richest and most 
valuable collection of Spanish books
